It does seem too bad that the honorable Frank should be 
so ruthlessly robbed of the opportunity for which he has been 
pining to explain to an anxious and awaiting public just 
where that money came from. But it can easily be seen how 
the necessity of proceeding with public business made it so 
that he could not get a word in edgeways. 

However, out here in Edmonton, where reciprocity is so 
unanimously favored that there is no necessity of wasting 
any time on it, Mr. Oliver will have practically nothing else 
to do but explain where the money came from. He can open 


up right away, as soon as he gets to town, and he will un- 
doubtedly find an attentive audience awaiting his announce- 
ment, 


DEFEAT THE GAS BYLAW AND | 


CLEAR THE WAY FOR MUNICIPAL PLANT 


One week from today the citizens of Edmonton will be | 
asked to vote on a proposal to give away, free, to a private 
company a franchise to sell gas in the city of Edmonton. 

In-considering the proposal to give away the gas fran- 
chise, the ratepayers of Edmonton will do well to remember 
that every argument urged in favor of the private ownership 
of the gas utility was used with quite as much force in appli- 
cation to the street-railway franchise. 

It is such a short while ago that all who take an interest 
in municipal affairs can distinctly remember the objections 
which were urged against the city entering the street railway 
business and the fears which were expressed that the city 
would lose money, or possibly become bankrupt, as a result 
of engaging in this enterprise. It will be remembered that 
the city at one time actually gave the street railway franchise 
away and that only the fortunate circumstance that the pro- 
moters were unable to fulfil their agreement with the city 
brought the franchise back and saved to the city this valu- 
able asset. 

At this writing it is scarcely conceivable that a proposal 
to give the street railway franchise away would receive any 
support whatever. And yet the ratepayers are asked to go 
back on all that experience and give away another franchise 
which, if not quite so valuable as the street railway franchise 
has the advantage .that it promises to become more surely 
and more quickly a self-supporting institution. 

The argument that the gas business is a business requir- 
ing special knowledged is one which is not worthy of a mo- 
ments’ consideration. No business requires a special knowl- 
edge more than does the electric business, and yet experience 
shows that with the assistance of a competent staff of em- 
ployees the city is more successful in the electric enterprises 
than it is in the operation of any other department. 

Under any circumstances, whatever special knowledge 
is required would be quite as available to the city as to any 
company which might be given the franchise, as it is a well- 
known fact that men required for such an industry are always 
nore ready to engage with the city, where they can be sure 
of getting the best of tools and an adequate plant with which 
to work, and where there is some degree of permanency to 
their employment, than with a private company where 
skimping for dividends is the regular order of business, and 
where anything at all in the way of plant that will serve the 
purpose is considered quite good enough. 

The argument that the city’s credit would be endangered 
is simply foolishness. Edimonton’s utilities carry their own 
burden of capital charge. Not one dollar of taxes has ever 
been collected against Edmonton property to pay a deficit on 
any utility, but millions of dollars have been added to the | 
value of E¢monton property through the fact that the city | 
utilities are being successfully operated. Furthermore, de- | 
bentures floated by the city of Edmonton, which owns ail its | 
utilities, sell fer a higher price in the open market than the} 
debentures of any Canadian city which does not own its util | 
ities. ; | 

The value in cumulative advertising alone which Ed- | 
monton has received through the fact that it owns all its util | 
ities has been an enormous advantage to the city, and for this 
city at this time to reverse all its former experience and revert 
to private ownership would be a shameful acknowledgement 
that the city is degenerating in public spirit as it grows. | 

| 
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One after another Edmonton has resisted the attempts of 
promoters to secure franchises, until the gas franchise is the 
only one left which anyone will ever have the effrontery to 
ask the city to give away. Edmonton can now no more af- 
ford to give the gas franchise away than it could afford to| 
hand over the street railway, the telephone and the electric 
light to any gang of promoters who happen to come along, 

The city is quite competent to install a gas plant, and; 
the defeat of the bylaw to grant the franchise will clear the | 
way for construction of a plant by the city. If the ratepayers 


want gas and want it soon they can get it more quickly and at her voice. ‘The sudden fright had com. |'

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UNWARRANTED HARDSHIP 
WORKED AGAINST TENANT VOTERS 


An unwarranted amount of difficulty seems to beset the 
tenants who desire to place their names on the voters’ list at 
the city hall. One of the latest difficulties constitutes such a 
manifest injustice to the tenants that it seems thoroughly un- 
reasonable that it should be allowed to stand. 

The purpose of the tenant’s franchise, of course, is to 
give the propertyless a vote. Of these it can be readily un- 
‘derstood, the greater majority are workingmen, for it is one 
of the contradictions of our social system that the man who 
does the most work always°owns least. These workingmen 
are engaged every hour of every day earning their living. 


They cannot go to the office of the assessor to record their 
yote without losing a day, or a half a day at least, something

'that most of them cannot They do meet in the 
| evenings, after the assessor’s office is closed, at the gather- 
ings of their unions. 

A proposal was made to the city assessor that they fill 
out forms of application at these meetings, have them sworn 
{o before a notary, and placed in the hands of the assessor to 
be registered on the list. This arrangement the assessor flatly 
refuses to accept, declaring that such applications, notwith- 
standing that they might be taken under oath, would not be 
accept ble. 

Considering that the owner of a two hundred dollar lot 


has his name incorporated in the list automatically and that 


he does not have to go to the city hall at all, it seems that a} 


‘thoroughly uncalled-for hardship is being worked against the 
Itenant, and that the whole thing is practically equivalent to a 
conspiracy to rob the workingman of the right to vote which 
is his by law. At any rate, the assessor should explain why 
an oath taken in a labor union hall is considered worthless 
while a personal application by the same man at the cost of a 
day’s wages is considered sufficient to entitle him to a vote.

Pearl, Ill., who was charged wilh hav- 
ing embezzled about $40,060 and who 
wave himsetfoup to the San Frane sco 
eevee Saturdey died today at tne Cen- 
tral Emergeney hospr'al here as a re- 
sult of stabbing himself in the nesk 
with a rusty penknife.

Manker's death is the subject of an; 


investigation here today. The police 
assert that when Manker was put in 
the cell at the city prison everything 
was taken from him, Chief White is 
anxious to ascertain whether the knife 
was passed to the hanker-prisoner at 
the station. Manker was not searched 
after he was booked. 

At the time Manker gave himself up 
to the police here he seemed cheerful 
and declared he was anxious to go back 
to Illinois and faee the people from 
whom he stole. The former banker be- 
caine despondent yesterday when he 
heard that a deputy sheriff from Mlin- 
ois was en route here to take him to 
Illinois, and that Governor Johnson of 
California had signed papers of extra- 
dition, ; 

Manker's death is the tragic climax 
of a three years’ evasion of justice, He 
fled from Pearl in December, 1908, im- 
mediately following the expose of his 
840,000 embezzlement, Taking his 
family of three daughters and one son 
to Eagle, Neb., to live with his wife's 
mother, he hurried to Canada. He re- 
turned to this country later, and last 
April came west. He worked as car-
